Emerging from a clump of bushes, 


the boys came upon the body sitting 
upright at the bottom of a dugout, 
about three feet deep. The butt end 
of the gun had been placed against 
'the opposite side of the dugout by 
Hoi brook" arid the barrel lay across 
his lap. A stick which had been 
carefully whittled to form a fork 
on one end, lay near the body, show 
ing the manner in which the gun 
had been discharged. 


The discharge from the gun had 


evidently set fire to the clothing 
and caused the 
explosion of two 


shells in Holbrook's pocket, as the 
clothing was burned and the left 
side of the body literally cooked. 


A note addressed to Coroner W. 


L. Jackson, was pinned to the trunk 
of a tree, just above the suicide's 
head. 


Frightened by their discovery, the 


boys hurried home and told their 
parents and then notified Chief of 
Police Sheridan.

But there are 
many other dilatory persons who 
should have sense enough to see the 
folly of running behind-hand. Such 
may be induced by agitation of the 
subject to strive for better business 
habits. 


It is surprising how comfortable 


some people are in the presence of 
a heavy burden of debt. They take 
the easy going view that some fa- 
vorable turn of fortune will appear 
from unexpected sources. 
They let 


the creditors do all the worrying. 
But to people with normal minds, 
debt brings a sense of oppression 
and often horror. 
They feel the 


ever present wolf at the door. 
He 


seems very near and very hungry. 
They slink around street corners to 
avoid meeting a creditor. 


The principal cause of debt is fail- 


ure rightly to calculate and appor- 
tion one's income. With most peo- 
ple, their expenses for any given'ob- 
ject exceeds their expectations. If 
they think they can run a house on 
?15.00 a week, it actually-costs them 
?20.00. 
But meanwhile they have 


gone ahead and spent- money for 
other purposes on the visionary .basis 
of the ?15.00. 


This 
miscalculation, 
except 'in 


cases of special misfortune, can be 
saved by the 
simple 
expedient of 


keeping a cash account. At the end 
of the year all expenses should be 
carefully 
classified. 
No 
account 


should be allowed to exceed what 
seems a reasonable approbation. 
This would leave money in the purse 
to pay bills, and a man could walk 
the streets with a right to hold up 
his head. 


A general suirit of debt paying 


will do wonders in building up a 
community. The merchant will not 
have to charge so much for their 
goods if they can 
avoid 
bad ac- 


counts. 
They will feel more confi- 


dence to go ahead and spend money 
and make improvements, and the 
whole town -will grow and prosper.

was borrowed from Zeff Canon, of 
Smith street. 
Holbrook 
himself 


owned a double barrel shotgun, but 
it appears that ha wanted to use 
the same kind of weapon, as that 
employed by Board. 


Board used a part of -a broken 


picture frame to shove the trigger 
of the gun. but Holbrook in follow- 
ing this lead, whittled a stick and 
forked, it on the end. 


The body was removed to the 


home from the Bazler morgue this 
afternoon and the funeral services 
will be held there Wednesday morn- 
ing at 10:30 o'clock.
